affairs of the Territory of Utah, for the biennial ` 


fiscal period. beginning January Ist, 1894, and ending 
December 31st, 1895, together with such suggestions 
as experience in the Auditor's department and cir- 
cumstances appear to justify. 


Assessed Valuation and Tax of 1894. 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
. LXXI, Laws of Utah, 1894, the Territorial Board of 
Equalization upon the-10th day of September, 1894, 
filed in this office a “report of the total assessment of 
property situate in each county for taxable purposes" 
as assessed for the year 1894, certified to as having 
been approved by said Board Upon the receipt of 
. said report the amount of tax due from each county, 
at the rate of two mills on the dollar for Territorial 
purposes and three mills on the dollar for the support 
of the Territorial district schools was computed as 
shown by the following table. The counties were 
charged with their respective amounts upon the books 
of this office and the county clerks and county col- 
leetors of the several counties were duly notified of 
the amount of tax thus charged

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No credit for compensation has been given to Salt 
Lake or Weber Counties, as a question has arisen as to 
what proportion of the cómpensation the Territory 
should allow for assessing and collecting its tax in 
counties in which cities of the first and second class 
are situate

It wil be seen that while the tax from 1891 de- 
ereased, the compensation steadily increased, and 
where in 1890 it cost only $6,500.00 to collect 
$262,357.30, in 1895, $8,375.00 is demanded for collect- 
ing $203,329. 45. 

This charge seemed so unjust to the Territory and 
to the School Fund that the Territorial Auditor re- 
fused to allow it and the matter remains in abeyance 
to be aeted upon by the State Auditor or by the 
Legislature. 

See letter of Auditor of Public Accounts and the 
opinion of Hon. J. W. Judd, U. S. District Attorney, 
hereto attached and marked—''Exhibit A.”

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In this connection it may not be improper to state 
that one reason assigned for increasing the salary of 
the collector was the fact that the Legislative enact- 
ment of 1894 cut down the fees allowed collectors on 
tax sales, and it was therefore necessary to increase 
his salary to compensate for said reduction. This 
appears like an attempt on the part of the County 
Court of Salt Lake County to subvert the will of the 
Legislature by granting, from the public treasury, 
what the assembly prohibited the collector from ex- 
torting from unfortunate taxpayers. 

It is not claimed that the present Collector of Salt 
Lake County, who isan efficient officer and 1s doing 
good work for the Territory in collecting its tax is 
overpaid for the labor performed, the contention is 
that the Territory or State should not be required to 
pay so large a portion of his compensation, but that it 
should be equitably pro rated between the several 
funds. 


Compensation in Other Counties. 


In Weber County there has also been an increase 
in the compensation allowed for assessing and collect- 
ing the taxes as fixed by the county court, viz:

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Which shows that whereas the tax from 1891 has 
decreased, the compensation for assessing and col- 
tecting has increased, for, while in 1891 the amount 
for assessing and collecting 288,412.09 was fixed at 
$3,422 22, in 1895, $4,043.96 is allowed for assessing _ 
and colleeting a tax of 361,950.57. 

There appearing to be no just cause for this in- 
crease in compensation, the Auditor has not allowed 
it for 1895, believing the claim to be unjust. 

In other counties, while the compensation allowed 
for assessing and collecting is quite liberal, there has 
been no inerease of late years, and usually as the tax 
has decreased, the compensation has been cut down 
proportionately. 


Suit Against Salt Lake County. 


During the year 1893 the County Collector of Salt 
Lake County sold real property belonging to delin- 
quent taxpayers, which under provision: of the 
revenue law was bid off to the Probate Judge of said 
County. That the Territorial and Territorial District 
Sehool tax due upon said property amounted to 
$8,754.06, of which $5,252.42 belong to the District 
School fund and $3,501.64 to the General Terri- 
torial fund. The County officers admit that of said sum 
of $8,754.06 there had been' collected on redemption 
$5,434.80. The Auditor personally and by the U.S. 
District Attorney, Hon, J. W. Judd has asked and de- 
manded of the offieials of Salt Lake County, a settle- 
ment and payment of the amount of said redemptions,

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but said officers have not only failed to make such 
settlement and payment, but have absolutely re- 
fused to do so, to the injury and damage of the reve- 
nue Of the Territory and of the District School fund. 

Other means having failed, a suit has been com- 
menced and is now pending in the Third District 
Court, against J. C. McNally, A. S. Geddes, C H. 
Roberts ànd Martin Christopherson, eomposing the 
County Court of said County, for the recovery of the 
money belonging to the Territory of Utah, thus di- 
verted by said County. 

Salt Lake County also owes the Territory $1,371.06 
Territorial and Territorial District School tax on 
property sold for delinquent taxes in the year 1894.

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The law of 1892 requiring collectors to receive 
jury “and witness certificates on Territorial taxes, 
placed no limit on the amount to be received, and the 
Territorial Treasurer had no alternative but to accept 
from collectors such amounts as they presented within 
the two mill limit. 

The expense ineurred for jury and witness fees 
and compensation of phonographic reporters has been a 
heavy draft upon the limited revenue of the Territory. 
This will be more apparent when 1t is understood that, 
from the net revenue of the Territory, collected during 
the years 1894 and 1895 amounting to $455,487.16 exclu- 
sive of Distriet Sehool Fund, $149,544.44 or nearly 
one-third of the whole amount has been paid out, or 
the liabihty therefore ineurred, for these objeets, 
payment of the per diem and mileage of Jurors and 
Witnesses and the compensation of Court Reporters. 


Supplies for Clerks of Distriet Courts. 


The act of February 20th, 1894, provided that all 
books, records àud stationery required by the Clerks 
of the Distriet Courts of the Territory of Utah, for 
Territorial business, should be ordered or purehased 
only on the order of the Auditor of Publie Accounts. 

Tn accordance with this law upon the receipt 
from time to time of certified statements from the 
Clerks of the Distriet Courts, sealed bids were solicited 
and eontraets for furnishing sueh supplies, as were 
deemed to come within the meaning of the law, 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidders.

the Siate and turnish ita first class State prison free of cost, which expectation has been 

ully realized. 
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Financial Statements of Counties. 


I transmit herewith for submission to the State 
Legislature the financial statements for the year 1894, 
of the several Counties of the Territory of Utah, 
marked “Exhibit C." The statements for 1895 have 
not yet been received and will be furnished later by 
the State Auditor. 


Taxation and Revenue 


While it wil greatly subserve the interest and 
prosperity of the State and meet the economic desires 
of its people, to keep taxation down to a minimum, so 
as to encourage immigration and the investment of 
foreign capital, to meet the increased expense conse- 
quent upon the change from a Territorial to a State 
Government, it will doubtless be necessary to increase 
the State tax, for the first year or two, within the 
limit fixed by the State Constitution. 

The taxing of mines and mining claims and the net 
annual proceeds of all mines and mining claims, as pro- 
vided in the Constitution, if enforced by statute and 
strictly carried out by the assessors and collectors, 
wil doubtles» increase the assessed valuation of pro- 
perty in the State, from twelve to twenty million dol- 
lars. The former amount would increase the assessed 
valuation to one hundred and ten million dollars. 

Supposing the assessed valuation of the State for 
the year 1896 shall be $110,000,000.00, the following 
will show the amount of revenue to be derived at dif- 
ferent rates, after deducting the estimated pro rata * 


`

Under existing law, the District School tax is 3 
mills on the dollar, but the amount raised during the 
last two or three years has not been sufficient to keep 
the schools open for the term preseribed by law, 

: through the failure in many instanees of the District 
School trustees to assess a sufficient local tax, which 
added to the "Territorial apportionment would main- 
tain the schools for the legal term. 

As soon as practicable the school tax should be 
segregated from the State tax and provision made for 
the maintenance of the district schools by funds 
raised from the sale or rental of school lands and by 
local taxation. Until this can be accomplished, it will 
doubtless be necessary to continue to assess a State 
school tax. The schoo! population, according to the 
last school census, was 77,669, before the commence- 
ment of the next school year it will reach fully 78,000. 
A three mill tax upon the increased assessed valua- 
tion heretofore given would raise a fund sufficient to 
make an apportionment of $4.00 per capita to the 
school population of the State. 

The system heretofore adopted for the collection 
of the Territorial and District school tax has been 
very unsatisfaetory. The law permitting County 
Boards of Equalization to fix the amount of compen- 


re 
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sation for assessing and collecting the tax, and giving 
said boards authority to remit taxes, has been very 
detrimental to the revenue of the Territory. The 
power given to county courts to abate *“uncollectible 
taxes" and taxes on property “assessed twice," with- 
out limit as to time within which such abatements 
Should be made, is a dangerous privilege and in many 
instanees has been abused to the detriment and loss 
of the Territorial revenue and Distriet School fund. 

The revenue law should provide that the tax to be 
raised in each county shall be a fixed amount, to be 
paid into the State treasury on or before a given date, 
without reduetion or abatement for any cause what- 
ever. This ean easily be arranged by the State Board 
of Equalization and the State Auditor. Upon the 
receipt of the assessment rolls from the several coun- 
ties, the assessed valuation in each county will be 
ascertained: upon that valuation let the pro rata of 
State and school tax, if any, to be paid by the coun- 
ties respectively, be computed at the rate per cent. 
fixed in the revenue law, making such allowance for 
assessing and collecting as may appear just, according 
to circumstances. Upon these matters being deter- 
mined, the State Auditor should eharge upon the 
books of his offiee the respective amounts due from 
the several eounties, and notify the county clerk, 
county treasurer and county collector of the amount 
of tax so charged. 


To insure prompt payment, the county collectors 
and county treasurers should be held responsible on 
their bonds for the payment of the State and School 
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tax to the State treasurer at the time fixed by law. 
By this or some similar mode the State officers will 
know exactly the amount of revenue they can depend 
upon to meet State obligations, and when it will be 
fortheoming. As it has been under the Territorial 
system heretofore in practice, the officers never knew 
how much tax would be abated or how much collected. 

The law requiring collectors to receive, in pay- 
ment of Territorial taxes, District Court certificates, 
issued for jury service and witness fees, while in- 
tended as a benefit to the holders, has failed of its 
purpose and experience has demonstrated that its 
greatest benefit is to speculators, who buy such cer- 
tificates at a heavy discount, hold them until there is 
money in the treasury for their redemption, or when 
tax-paying time comes around supply them to bankers 
and merchants for the payment of taxes which should 
be paid in cash While such payment discharged a 
Territorial obligation, 1t demoralized its financial 
affairs, the officers never being able to foresee in what 
kind of funds the taxes would be paid, and conse- 
quently could not arrange ahead for meeting public 
obligations. The law should be changed and provis- 
ion made for paying jury service and witness fees as 
soon as the service is performed. 


The Fiscal Year. 


Experience has demonstrated that the practice 
which has heretofore obtained of ending the fiscal 
year on the 31st of December is both inconvenient 
and detrimental to the public business. If the fiscal 


- 
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year ends on the 31st of December and the Legisla- 
ture meets on the second Monday in January, the 
State officers will not have sufficient time in which to 
prepare their reports. They cannot close their books 
until the close of business on the last day of the fiscal 


year, and it will be impossible to get correct reports 


from the different State institutions, have the finan- 
cial reports properly audited and presented to the 
Governor in time for him to prepare his suggestions 
and recommendations thereon, before the meeting of 
the Legislature. 

The officers should have at least a month after 
the close of the fiscal year, in which to prepare their 
reports before the Legislature meets. I therefore re- 
spectfully suggest that the State laws provide that 
the fiscal year shall end on the 30th of November and 
that all State taxes be paid into the treasury on or 
before that date.

Probable Receipts. 


An effort was made to ascertain the «prubable 
receipts from which fees would be paid into the State 
treasury, during the year 1896, but the changed con- 
ditions and the change of officers in the several 
departments rendered it impossible to obtain data 
upon which to form an intelligent estimate. Com- 
munications were addressed to the clerks of the sev- 
eral district courts to ascertain the probable amount 
of fees which might be collected in their respective 
distriets based upon the receipts of previous years. 
The answers received are hereto attached, marked 
"Exhibit B.” 

By these it will be seen that the amount of reve- 
nue to be derived from that source will fall far short 
of general expectation. It is very doubtful if, outside 
of the populous counties of the State, any more rev- 
enue will be derived from fees paid to the clerks of 
the several district courts, than will be necessary to 
pay the salaries of said clerks, their deputies, official 
stenographers, bailiffs and other incidental expenses 
of the courts. 

It is not claimed that the estimate, herein given, 
of the expenses of the State Government and the 
maintenance of the State institutions, for the current 
year embraces all the expenses which may arise, it is 
given asan approximate estimate, so far as data could 
be obtained, with the hope that it may be of some 
assistance to the Executive and Legislative Depart- 
ments in providing for the needs of the State.

DEAR SrR:—It has heretofore been the custom of 
the County Court of Salt Lake County when fixing the 
campensation of the County Assessor and Collector 
of said county to require the Territory of Utah to pay 
one-half of said compensation for assessing and col- 
lecting the Territorial and Territorial District school 
tax therein. This has heretofore been aceeded to by 
the officers of the Territory. 

While the assessed valuation of property in the 
county for 1895 is $496,760 40 less than for the year 
1894 with a consequent reduetion of revenue to the 
Territorjal and Territorial District sehool funds of 
$2,483.80, the compensation of the Assessor and Col- 
lector has been increased from $15,750.00 in 1894 to 
$16,750.00 in 1895, one-half of which the Territory of 
Utah is asked to pay. 

Sec. 2021, Compiled Laws of Utah, page 723, pro- 
vides that the compensation of the Assessors and Col- 
' lectors shall be as determined by the County Courts 
of the respective counties, “to be paid by the Terri- 
tory and counties pro rata." 

By the act of the Legislative Assembly of 1892, 
(See Chap. LXVIII, page 72, Laws of 1892,) the duty of 
collecting the taxes of incorporated cities, towns and 
villages is imposed upon the County Collectors. Sec. 8 
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of said act provides that cities of the first class, shall 
pay to the county in which situated, one-half of one 
per cent. for assessing and collecting the tax of said 
city. The tax of Salt Lake City for the present. year 
is $245,012.00 one-half of one per cent. of which 
amounts to $1,225.06 which said city is required to 
pay Salt Lake County for collecting said tax. 

The Collector of Salt Lake County collects the 
Territorial and Territorial District school tax, five 
mills; the County and County sehool tax five mills; 
the City and City school tax thirteen mills. Total 
twenty-three mills.

[ request a legal opimon, is: what is the legal pro 
rata of the compensation allowed by Salt Lake County 
to the Assessor and Collector of said county for the 
year 1895, which the Territory of Utah ıs required to 
pay for assessing and collecting the Territorial and 
Territorial District school tax, five mills on the dollar?

SIrR:—I am in receipt of your favor of the 20th 
inst.in which you say: 

"Tt has heretofore been the eustom of the County 
Court of Salt Lake County when fixing the compensa- 
tion of the County Assessor and Colleetor of said 
County to require the Territory of Utah to pay one- 
half of said compensation for assessing and collect- 
ing the Territorial and Territorial school tax therein. 
'This has heretofore been acceded to by the officers 
of the Territory. While the assessed valuation ot 
property in the County for 1895 is $496,760.40 less than 
for the year 1894, with a consequent reduction of rev- 
enue to the Territorial and Territorial District schoo! 
funds of $2,483.80 the compensation of the Assessor 
and Collector has been increased from $15,750.00 in 
1894 to $16,750.00 in 1895, one-half of which the Terri- 
tory of Utah is asked to pay.” 

You further say: 

“The Collector of Salt Lake County collects the 
Territorial and Territorial District sehool tax five 
mills; the County and County school taxes five mills; 
the City and City school taxes thirteen mills; total 
twenty-three mills.” 

And then you ask me to give you my opinion, as 
Attorney for the Territory upon the following ques- 
tion: 1 2I 

“What is the legal pro rata of the compensation 
allowed by Salt Lake County to the Assessor and Col- 
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lector of said County for the year 1895, which the 
Territory of Utah is required to pay for assessing 
and collecting the Territorial and Territorial Distriet 
school tax, five mills on the dollar?" "m 

'The answer to your question requires a somewhat 
extended review of the legislation of the Territory 
upon the subject of assessing and collectiug taxes. 

Section 2021, Vol. 1, Compiled Laws of 1888, pro- 
vides: That “The compensation to be received by the 
Assessor and Collector shall be as determined by the 
County Courts of their respective counties; to be paid 
by the Territory and counties pro rata." 

This section is taken from the Act of February 
22nd, 1878. At that time and under the law as it then 
existed, the County Assessors and Collectors were 
charged with the duty of assessing and collecting only 
the County and County school taxes as such; and the 
Territorial and Territorial school taxes; and under the 
Act of 1878 above quoted, 1t would seem plain that 
the pro rata of the expenses of assessing and collect- 
ing the taxes to be borne by the County and Territory 
respeetively, would be apportioned aecording to the 

amount to be collected for each. 
| To 1llustrate: If the tax to be assessed and col- 
lected for the County was ten mills on the dollar, and 
that for the Territory was five mills on the dollar; 
then the county would pay two-thirds and the Terr:- 
"tory one-third of the expense 


Prior to the enactment of Chapter 68 of the laws 
of 1892, incorporated cities, towns and -villages had 
their own assessor and collectors, and the counties 
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were not charged with the duty of assessing and col- 
lecting their taxes; but by the act mentioned the sys- 
tem was changed so as to charge the County Assessors 


and Collectors with the duty of assessing and collect- 
ing all taxes except such as are denominated “special 
taxes. 

The Act of 1892 provides as follows: 

SECTION 1. In the year 1893 and thereafter the 
assessments for the taxes of each incorporated city, 
town and village in the Territory of Utah, shall be 
made by the county assessor of the county in which 
such incorporated city, town or village is situate, at 
the same time that assessments for Territorial and 
county taxes are made, and the list of the property in 
each eorporated city, town or village in his county, 
and the valuation thereof shall be so made by the 


«County Assessor that the property in each and the 


valuation thereof can be separately shown. 


SEC. 2. On or before the first Monday of June 
in each year, the County Assessor ef each county in 
which there is situated any incorporated city, town or 
village, shall deliver to the elerk or recorder of each, 
city of the third class and incorporated town or vil- 
lage a copy of all that part of the assessment roll of 
the county which contains the assessment of prop- 
erty in such city, town or village, and showing the 
aggregate valuation of the taxable property in each, 
which copy shall be retained by said city, town of 
village as the basis for taxation. as herein provided, 
until another assessment is made, and to each city of- 
the first and second class a statement showing the 
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aggregate valuation of all the taxable property in 
such cities. 

Sec. 3. The City Council of each city of the 
first or second class shall on or before the first Monday 
of July in each year, determine the rate of the general 
city tax, levy the same, and certify the rate and levy 
to the County Clerk of the County in whieh such city 
1s situate. j 

Sec. 4. The County Court of each County, as a 
Board of Equalization, shall equalize the assessment 
roll of the whole County, including the assessment 
for general taxes of cities of the first or second class 
situated in the County, at the time and in the manner 
provided by law for equalizing assessments for Terri- 
torialand County taxes. The Mayor of said City, or 
a member of the City Couneil thereof, appointed by 
the Couneil, may sit with the County Court and be a 
member of the Equalizing Board. 

Sec. 5 The general- city tax of each city of the 
first or second class shall be extended on the general 
roll by the County Clerk, ina separate column, at the 
rate certified by the City Council, at the same time 
the Territorial and county taxes are extended, and 
the whole taxes shall be carried into a column of ag- 
gregates, and the whole taxes including the general 
tax of the cities of the first and second class shall be 
collected by the County Collector at the times and in 
the manner provided by law for collecting Territorial 
and county taxes, and the warrant to the County Col- 
lector shall include such city taxes, and confer on him 
the same powers respecting the collection of taxes 


- 
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and the sale of delinquent property as are conferred 
respecting the collection of Territorial and county 
taxes. Provided, The City Council may by ordinance 
provide that the County Collector shall receive the 
receipts of such persons as may be named in the ordi- 
nance in lieu of such city tax, and the said collector is 
hereby authorized to issue his receipt for said city 
tax upon receiving the receipts provided for in such 
ordinanee. 

SEC. 6. The County Colleetor of.any County in 
which there is situated a city of the tirst or second 
elass, in each year, and before the time appointed for 
receiving or collecting the taxes of the year, shall 
give to each city of the first and second class, a bond 
in such sum as the City Council may require, but not 
exceeding double the amount of the city tax for the 
year, with at least two sureties, conditioned for the 
faithful performanee of his duties as colleetor of the 
eity tax, and the bond and sureties shall be subject to 
the approval of the Mayor or City Council of said city. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the County Col- 
lector to pay to the Treasurer of each eity of the first 
or second class, in bis county, on the first day of Oc- 
tober in each year, and on the first day of each suc- 
eeeding month until final settlement, all moneys in his. 
hands collected for city taxes, and on or before the 
first day of March in each year, to make a final settle- 
ment with the City Treasurer respecting the city 
taxes, and pay over all moneys then due the city. The 
City Treasurer shall give said collector duplicate re- 
eeipts for each payment, and the eolleetor shall give 
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one to the City Auditor, and the other shall be an ac- 
quittance to him in settling with the County Treas- 
urer to the extent of the payment shown. 

Sec. 8. Each City of the first class shall pay to 
the County in which it is situated: one-half of one per 
cent. and each City of the second class shall pay to 
the County one per eent. and such payments shall be 
in full for the services and compensation of the 
County Assessor and Collecter in assessing, collecting 
and paying over the City tax, and cities of the third 
class, and incorporated towns and villages shall pay 
one per cent. on the taxes collected 1n such city, town 
or village in full for the service and compensation of 
the County assessor iñ Assessing the tax, and prepar- 
ing the copy of the assessment roll as provided in 
Section 20f this Act and the Assessor and Collector 
shall have no claim against the City therefor. —— 

SEC. 9. The office of Assessor for each ineorpor- 
ated city, town and village, and the office of Colleetor 
in each City of the first or second class is hereby 
abolished, and special taxes and assessments in such 
cities of the first or second class shall be collected by 
the respective City Treasurers, and such special taxes 
and assessments shall be levied and collected as pro- 
vided by law and the ordinances of the City, but for 
the purposes of levying and colleeting special taxes 
in said cities, the City Council may equalize the as- 
sessment in the mauner provided by law. 

SEC. 10. In Cities of the third class and in incor- 
porated towns and villages the general taxes of the 
city, town or village shall be levied and collected upon 
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the assesment made by the County Assessor, in the 
manner now or hereafter provided by law for such 
levy and collection, and special taxes shall be levied 
and collected in the manner and form provided by law 
and the ordinances of such city, town or village, 

It will be seen from the provisions of the Act of 
the Legislature above quoted, that in the assessing 
and collecting of taxes of incorporated cities and 
towns, a complete change is made both as to the man- 
ner of assessing and as to the officers who are to per- 
form the duties. ' 

The Supreme Court of Utah at the June term of 
1893 decided that the City school taxes are to be 
assessed and collected under the provisions of the Act 
of 1892; so that it results that all taxes of all kinds, 
both Territorial and Territorial school, as well as 
County and County school, City and City sehool are to 
be assessed and colleeted under the provisions of this 
Act; and, in my opinion, the proportion of expense is 
tobe paid by the Territory is the amount that its 
taxes bear to the whole taxes assessed and collected. 

It seems to me that Section 8, which provides 
thai: “Each city of the first class shall pay to the 
county in which it is situated one-half of one per cent 
and each eity of the second elass shall pay to the 
eounty one per eent and such payments shall be in 
full for the services and compensation of the County. 
Assessor and Collector in assessing, collecting and 
paying over the city tax," is conclusive of the ques- 
tion. ` js 

The County Assessor and Collector are charged 
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by law with assessing and collecting all taxes, as 1 
have said, of all kinds. which duties are to be per- 
formed under the direction and control of the County 
Court, which in its turn is to fix the compensation to 
be paid the Assessor and Collector; and that part of 
the compensation paid by the cities is to be paid to 
the County and not to the officers who performs the 
services. 

To put the whole matter in a few words; the 
County officers are to assess and collect all taxes of 
ali kinds, the County Court 1s to fix and pay for com- 
pensation and the Territory 1s to pay its proportion 
of the expenses. 

I am clear that the pro rata (or proportion) of the 
expenses to be paid by the Territory is five twenty- 
thirds (5-23) of the whole. The whole tax is 23 mills 
on the dollar; the Territorial and Territorial school is 
5 mills, all other tax is 18 mills. The Territory should 
pay five twenty-thirds (5-23) of the $16,750.00 which is 
the whole expense, or leaving off fraetions $3,640.00 
and the county eighteen twenty-thirds (18-23) or 
$13,110.00. 

There is no other rational construction of the Act 
of 1878 heretofore quoted. It would seem absurd to 
say that the Territory should pay one-half of the ex- 
penses of assessing and collecting the taxes, when its 
proportion of the whole is only five mills out of the 
twenty-three mills to be assessed and collected.

But the expense of bringing wit 
nesses from these outlying counties is so great that 
people think they had better lose a just cause than 
to go to the enormous expense of bringing witnesses 
by team so far. More business was done from Wash- 
„ington County last September when court set there 
than has come from that county to Beaver for five
